W ashin gton , April 3 OP)—Ad­ 
m in istration sen ators refu sed to­ 
day to giv e u p hope of restorin g 
the $50,000,000 which the hou se 
stru ck from presiden t Roosev elt’s 
$150,000,000 relief requ est. 
Leaders con ceded it was u n ­ 
likely the sen ate appropriation s 
committee wou ld in crease the al­ 
lotm en t, bu t they said a v igorou s 
fight for the origin al su m wou ld 
be made on the sen ate floor. 
The presiden t asked for the 
mon ey to su pplem en t WPA fu n ds 
already prov ided for the fiscal 
y ear en din g Ju n e 30. The hou se 
v oted for $100,000,000 Friday , an d 
a sen ate appropriation s 
su b­ 
com m ittee con clu ded hearin gs 
on the m easu re Satu rday . 
Sen ator 
McKellar (D-Ten n ), 
an 
adm in istration 
su pporter, 
said he believ ed $150,000,000 was 
n ecessary , bu t he added th a t he 
did n ot kn ow w hether he wou ld 
make an effort to obtain this 
am ou n t in the appropriation s 
committee. 
An other adm in istration lieu ­ 
ten an t, Sen ator Min ton (D -In d), 
said an y attem pt to redu ce the 
$100,000,000 appropriation cou ld 
be defeated, bu t ex plain ed it was 
dou btfu l w hether the allotm en t 
cou ld be in creased in the sen ate.

Federal Ju dge Migu el Jan tu s 
took charge of the in v estigation s 
u n der a law requ irin g him to in ­ 
terv en e in an y case in which Ar­ 
gen tin e sov ereign ty m ight be in ­ 
v olv ed. It was believ ed, as a re­ 
su lt, th a t th e gov ern m en t felt 
en ou gh ev iden ce had been u n ­ 
cov ered 
to 
w arran t - formal 
charges. 
Detectiv es accompan ied Ern st 
Ju erges, a form er Nazi, to his 
home to get docu m en ts an d 
Ju erges’ ty pewriter, presu mably 
to check Ju erges* claim to au ­ 
thorship of a n ote sen t to Pres­ 
iden t Roberto M. Ortiz M arch 20 
as “proof of Nazi pen etration .” 
The n ote’s au thor promised to 
u rn ish fu rther proof a t the re­ 
qu est of the ex ecu tiv e. The al- 
eged con spiracy was

ast week when the n ewspaper

On a sprin g Su n day 
2000 y ears 
ago, Jesu s en tered Jeru salem as 
the head of a ban d of pilgrims 
who were comin g u p to the holy 
city to keep the Passov er. 
This was the an cien t feast 


commemoratin g Israel’s libera­ 
tion from slav ery in Egy pt. On ce 
again people’s m in ds were fu ll 
of thou ghts of freedom — per­ 
haps God wou ld soon liberate 
them from the Rom an s as on ce 
lon g ago he had set them free 
from Egy pt. 
Perhaps ev en , the n ew kin g 
was a t han d. For Jesu s, v alian t 
preacher of a n ew order, en ter­ 
ed the city ridin g on an a s s - 
ju st as an an cien t prophecy 
(Zechariah 9) had fortold con ­ 
cern in g the fu tu re kin g of Je­ 
ru salem. 
Bu t Jesu s m ade it plain th a t 
he had n ot come as a w arrior to 
set Jeru salem free from the 
Roman s, who then con trolled 
most of Palestin e. He in sisted 
the freedom to be sou ght was 
first of all religiou s an d moral, 
n ot political. 
liberation from Rome, he 


told the people, wou ld do them 
n o good if they were still the 
slav es of sin , or if they con tin u ed 
to m isrepresen t God an d to of­ 
fer him a m echan ical an d a rti­ 
ficial worship. 
An d so, as two of the Gospels 
describe the scen e, Jesu s rode 
in to the city , wen t u p to the hill 
to the Temple Mou n t, an d be­ 
gan driv in g the traders ou t of its 
cou rts. 
He qu oted the prophets: 
“My hou se shall be called 
hou se of pray er . . . 
B u t y ou hav e made it a den of 
robbers.” 
This bold act a t on ce arou sed 
the opposition of the Saddu cees 
who were the patty of the 
priests who stood gu ard ov er the 
n ation al 
san ctu ary , 
an d 
also 
ov er their own rights an d per-

As the session began its fou rth 
m on th, 
they n oted th a t the 
Sen ate an d Hou se hav e disposed 
of on ly fiv e m ajor bills — those 
au thorizin g the gov ern m en t re­ 
organ ization an d arm y ex pan ­ 
sion an d approv in g fu n ds for the 
WPA, in depen den t federal agen ­ 
cies, an d for deficien cy n eeds of 
v ariou s departm en ts. 
Altogether con gress has fin ­ 
ished action on 45 m easu res ou t 
of 7 ,8 57 — most of them m in or 
on es 
— 
in trodu ced 
in 
both 
chambers. 
As a resu lt, leaders ex pressed 
determ in ation to drop secon dary 
proposals an d stick largely to the 
>rogram ou tlin ed last week by 
Sen ator Barkley (D-Ky ). He es­ 
tim ated th a t a t least two an d a 
lalf more m on ths wou ld be re­ 
qu ired. 
This wou ld m ean sidetrackin g 
some pet m easu res of an ti-New

Lon don , April 3 (/P) — Prim e 
M in ister Cham berlain told the 
hou se of common s today th a t the 
An glo-Fren ch pledge of aid for 
Polan d wou ld be followed by 
sim ilar com m itm en ts to other 
cou n tries which stan d in the 
way of an y attem pt by Germ an y 
to dom in ate Eu rope. 
“I am n ot more of a m an of 
war today th an I was in Septem ­ 
ber,” Cham berlain declared. “I 
hav e n o in ten tion an d n o desire 
to tre at the G erm an people oth­ 
erwise th an I wou ld hav e ou r 
own people treated here.” 
He said B ritain was con cern ­ 
ed “to preserv e n ot on ly the in ­ 
depen den ce of this cou n try bu t 
of all states which m ight be 
threaten ed by aggression .” 
Cham berlain ’s statem en t came 
after these dev elopmen ts —

B ritain was prepared to m ake a 
rearm am en t loan to Ru m an ia,

CONSERVING LIFE 
All of the news tha t breaks in this weary world 
Is not bad, regardless of the efforts of Hitler, 
Mu ssolini and Stalin to make it so. Occasionally 
there is a gleam of hop e, a su ggestion that there 
is really something to be op timistic abou t, su ch 
as the news of au tomobile accidents. Paradox ­ 
ical thou gh it may seem, there is really cau s4^ 
for gratification in this news. 
The National Safety Cou ncil rep orts continu ed 
pro g ress in the effort to redu ce these crashes, 
which are almost as destru ctiv e of hu m an life as 
a war of m ajor p rop ortions. For the six teenth 
co nsecutiv e m onth, there has been a redu ction in 
the nu m ber of highway fatalities. Du ring Feb­ 
ruary there were 1,810 deaths from motor acci­ 
dents, a distressing record, it is tru e, bu t heart­ 
ening in the resp ect tha t it is 210 less than Ja n­ 
uary . Month after m onth this imp rov ement has 
taken p lace. 
A most encou raging p hase of this su stained 
pro g ress, the cou ncil rep orts, lies in the fact that 
it has been achiev ed w ithou t a decrease in trav el. 
In 19 38 the 19 p er cent death redu ction was 
brou ght abou t with no change in mileage from 
19 37. In Janu ary this y ear the record was bet­ 
ter, the 8 p er cent cu t in deaths coming with an 
8 p er cent increase in traffic. 
In these statistics there is the basis for hop e 
tha t the great p roblem of elim inating or con­ 
trolling the destru ction of hu m an life on the 
highway s throu ghou t the nation u ltim ately will 
y ield to the nu merou s influ ences tha t are being 
ex erted for the conserv ation of hu m an life, in­ 
clu ding edu cation and greater emp hasis u p on the 
elem ent of safety in highway constru ction. 


The rep lies were indefinite. Thereu p on, on Ap ril 
1, the three inq u irers inv oked an escalator clau se 
in their 19 36 p act to p erm it bu ilding of battle­ 
ship s of more than 35,000 tons. On Ju ne 30, 19 38, 
the three p owers signed a p rotocol limiting the 
size of battleship s to 45,000 tons. Jap anese p lans 
rem ained a secret. 
Congress, abou t this time, p assed the 19 38 
nav al act, based u p on a 20 p er cent ex p ansion 
of ou r nav al establishment: Thu s the United 
States joined the new race in nav al arm am ents. 
The act au thorized the President, at his discre­ 
tion, to increase from 35,000 to 45,000 tons the 
size of the three new cap ital ship s au thorized. 
The cost of the p rogram, sp read ov er a p eriod 
of from six to eight y ears, was estim ated at $1,- 
09 0,6 56 ,000 if cap ital ship s of 35,000 tons were 
bu ilt, at $1,151,6 56 ,000 if cap ital' ship s of 45,000 
tons were bu ilt. This, it shou ld be remembered, 
is the 19 38 p rogram, and doesn’t inclu de the new 
defense measu res req u ested of the p resent con­ 
gress and now u nder legislativ e consideration. 
Who the “certain other nations” are tha t in­ 
tend to bu ild 45,000-ton battleship s, or battle­ 
ship s near that tonnage, is not sp ecified. There 
is one gu ess as to which nation it is. The White 
Hou se indicates tha t it’s Jap an. 


NEW ARMADA 
The White Hou se rev eals tha t two m onths ago 
President Roosev elt au thorized constru ction of 
two battleship s of 45,000 tons each. Inform ation 
has reached ou r gov ernment, it is rep orted, tha t 
“certain other nations” intend to bu ild 45,000- 
ton ship s. These ship s will be the largest fight­ 
ing craft ev er to sail the seas. 
This u niq u e and startling situ ation goes back 
to last sp ring. Ru mors were abroad that Jap an 
was bu ilding, or intended to bu ild, one or more 
ship s of this enormou s tonnage. The United 
States, G reat B ritain and France inq u ired of J a ­ 
p an as to her p lans for battleship constru ction.

If y ou are a doctor of any thing in Florida y ou 
m u st be sp ecific in adv ertising in w hat p articu ­ 
lar line of endeav or y ou are a doctor. If, of med­ 
icine, y ou can say so. If y ou are a doctor of di­ 
v inity y ou m u st say so. And if it hap p ens that 
y ou are a horse doctor that too m u st be p u t in 
y ou r adv ertising. The Florida Medical associa­ 
tion secu red a law to this effect and in p u tting 
the law into u se it got after telep hone com p an­ 
ies and is making them list doctors according to 
lines of doctoring. 
Thu s, shou ld y ou thu m b throu gh a Florida 
telep hone directory from now on and come to 
“Dr. John Doe” and John Doe is a horse doctor 
or a doctor of p ets the notation will be “v et.” If 
y ou are a doctor in some dru gless school the tele­ 
p hone directory will hav e some abbrev iation to 
designate that school, like “Osteo,” “Chiro” or 
“Mag” and so on. The America^ Medical asso­ 
ciation hails the Florida ex p erim ent as a step 
forward in elim inating p otential sou rces of m is­ 
inform ation.

Slippers from m any places in 
the United States and from sev ­ 
eral foreign cou ntries constitu te 
this nov el collection of fifty plain 
and fancy slippers. 
“I hav e collected slippers all 
the way from Sau lt Ste. Marie 
to the tip of Florida,” said Mrs. 
Wilson. 
For many y ears the collector 
liv ed in Lex ington, Kentu cky , 
where she was reference librar­ 
ian 
at Hamilton 
College for 
Girls. After retiring from this 
work, Mrs. Wilson, grandm other 
of Ann Wilson ’37, and Donald 
Wilson ’33, has liv ed in Ru shv ille 
and concentrated on her hob­ 
bies of collecting copies of fam ­ 
ou s paintings, glass paper weights 
and slippers. 
Twenty -one of the fifty -piece 
slipper collection are antiqu es, 
many of which are probably fifty 
or sev enty -fiv e y ears old, while 
the rem aining thirty -nine are 
reprodu ctions. Among the repro­ 
du ctions are a pair of tiny wood­ 
en slippers which came from 
Holland, and a larger wooden 
slipper with an edelweiss carv ed 
into it from Poland. Many of 
these hav e been giv en to Mrs. 
Wilson by friends as sou v enirs 
from New Orleans, Tampa, and 
m any other places. 
Concerning the origin of her 
collection, 
Mrs. 
Wilson 
said, 
When I was a little girl, my 
m other had a glass slipper on 
her bu reau . After she died the 
slipper came into my possession. 
One day in a bu rst of enthu si­ 
asm, I gav e the slipper to a child. 
Immediately I wished th a t I had 
ft back, bu t of cou rse I cou ldn’t 
be an Indian giv er. 
“Then I started searching for 
a slipper ex actly like the one 
which I had giv en away . Du ring 


my search I fou nd so m any th a t 
1 liked so well, th a t I ju st started 
collecting them . For more th an 
twenty y ears now I hav e been 
collecting these slippers, and it 
was not u ntil su mmer before last 
th a t I fou nd a slipper ju st like 
the one th a t had been my m oth­ 
er’s.” 
The antiqu es consist of shoes 
of v ariou s hu es and m any sty les. 
Some are v ery gracefu l and dec­ 
orativ e while others are of a v ery 
old sty le and hav e ru n-down 
heels. Althou gh most of the col­ 
lection is of the slipper ty pe, 
Mrs. Wilson hits a few baby 
shoes. One slipper is a beau tifu l 
cobalt blu e, and one odd slipper 
and two pairs are of cam phor 
glass. 
“My fav orite,” said Mrs. Wilson 
after she had set ou t the rows 
of lov ely slippers, “is this pair 
of real Cinderella slippers which 
I fou nd in Lex ington, Kentu cky .
